the following shall be added:- 


After the last phase of counseling by the University, leftover seats shall be 


permitted to be filled by the Management of the respective colleges from the relevant 
merit list in accordance with the vacancies. The University shall notify a merit list 
of eligible candidates on the University website at 1:10 ratio in proportion to the 


total number of vacant seats available in all medical colleges in obedience to the 


orders of Hon'ble Supreme Court in W.P.(C) No.267/2017 and others from which 
selection will have to be done.
